the whole space was chiefly occupied by monu- 
ments of great value. Those tombs, statues, 
&e. which were directly under the roof, were 
covered with rubbish, and there was reason to 
fear they would be greatly mutilated. The Ca-

his own showing, of the name of ‘!'om Kellett.— 
He came into the press-room a short time before 
the culprits were brought down, and having seat- 
ed himself on his great coat, which he had fold- 
ed neatly for the purpose, gave to some gentle-- 
men who were waiting in the room an account 
of his life and adventures, of which the foPowing 
is a briefabstract:—He had been a ploughman 
in the employment of the gaoler of Carrickfer- 
gus, thirteen years ago; and on an emergericy, 
when a man was to be whipped in the market 
place, he was taken from the plough to the cat- 
o’-nine-tails, and from that time his occupation 
had undergone a complete change.

He states that he finds this 
arrangement extremely convenient; for he can 
anal to an execution at one place, whilst his 
wife is attending another, in a different part of 
the country. .

Mise Kerr made her first appearance at this 
theatre, last evening, in the sprightly character 
of Letitia Hardy, the heroine of Mrs. Cowiey’s 
popular cémedy of The Belle’s Stratagem. This 
play, from the number of male characters in high 
life which compose the dramatis persona, has al- 
ways been more difficult to represent, with effect, 
than almost any other comic piece on the stage; 
yet last night's performance, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, was highly creditable to the company. I 
never saw the play so well acted, nor ever before 
knew it to give such general satisfaction. Woop 
in Doricourt was excellent throughout, particu- 
larly in the mad scene. Flutter was a very di- 
verting fellow, in the hands of Buaxe, whom I 
do not remember having seen to greater advan- 
tage. He always succeeds in such parts when 
he exerts himself. Old Hardy was well played 
by our favourite Rosxrts, and contributed his 
full share to the entertainment. 


Sxrron’s Courtall was one ef the best things 
he has done. In the scene with Kitty Willis 
he waa very amusing, and showed talents that 
promise to raise him to a high rank in his pro- 
fession. Mrs. Racket has never, within my re- 
collection, had as able a representative as Mrs. 
Sricengy. I notice her performance with the 
greater pleasure, because no part of it was 
overcharged, as such characters are very apt to 
be by less judicious players. Mrs. S. dressed 
the lively widow well, which is a great matter, 
and her looks were the very thing. I did not 
see this Yady’s Macbeth, on Thursday, but hear 
that she exceeded expectation. Miss Keuuy, 
on the whole, was very successful in Letitia.— 
She has many personal requisites for the cha- 
racter—an elegant figure, a face which, if not 
handsome, is certainly not the reverse, an 
agreeable voice, with a great flow of spirits.

ITEMS. 

John Pemberton, Esq. has been appointed Na- 
val officer of the port of Philadelphia, in place of 
Philip 3. Markley, Esq. 

The Speaker of the House of Representatives 
has issued his writ for the election of a member 
in the place of the late Dr. Lehman, on the 21st 
inst.
